REPORT OF THE 
Superintending School Committee, 


For the Year Ending March Ist. 1882. 
To the Citizens of Washington: 


It is with pleasure that yonr committee is able to bg es . 
the close of another successful school year. 

Of the fourteen teachers, all but two had had more or less 
experience. Much credit is due the present corps of teach- 
ers for their untiring zeal, energy and fidelity in the 
discharge of their arduous duties. 

_A good feeling has been manifest between the teachers 
and the patrons of the schools, and also between teacher 
and scholar, and consequently more good solid work has 
been done in rudimental teaching than has been accom- 
plished in any previous year during which your present 
committee has officiated. 

Prudential Committees are respectfully requested to take 
notice, that in the list of teachers given on page 13, those 
teachers to whose names the asterisk is prefixed are espe- 
cially recommended to your favorable notice, as thorough, 
practical and efficient teachers, fitted both by nature. and 
acquirements to engage in teaching. 

It is hereby recommended that teachers be called back 
‘to their former fields of labor, provided that no local or 
personal objection renders success improbable. 
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The achooi houses in town are comfortable and well 
adapted to the purposes for which they were designed,. 
with the exception of No. 1 which sadly needs to be recon- 
structed, and No. 9 which would be much improved by 
new and more modern seats and desks. | i 

A change in Arithmetics has been made the past year in 
favor of “Robinson’s Shorter Course.” An even exchange 
was effected, a new book being given for the old one. 

A change of geographies is also desirable,and your com- 
mittee is of the opinion that Harper’s is fully up with the 
times. A good terestrial globe in every school room would 
be an invaluable aid in the study of geography. Who will 
be pioneer in this much needed reform? Cannot something 
be done by private subscription or Dramatic entertainment 
‘to supply this want? “A word to the wise” &c. 

The Tubbs Union Academy fund and the school money 
of Dis. No. 1 have been united as a common fund for 
school purposes, and the school graded according to the 
“acquirements of the pupils, the higher departme:t being 
under the instruction of Mr. F. P. Newman, a thorough effi- 
cient and practical teacher whose services it would be well 
to secure for another year. 

There has b3en no school the past year in, Dis. No. 10, 
there being no prudential committee chosen. The proper 
remedy is either to petition the selectmen for the appoint- 
ment of a prudential committee or take measures for con- 
solidation with some other district, The children of that 
district ought by all means to have the benefit of at Jeast 
one term of school a year. | 

The Superintendent takes this opportunity to tender to 
the teachers of the past year his sincere thanks for the 
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courtesy thathas been extended to him during the dis- 
charge of his official duties. Sincere thanks is also tendered 
to the pupils of the several schools for ihe respect and def- 
erence that has been shown the superintendent in all his 
intercourse with them. Your cheerful voices, pleasant 
smiles and cultured deportment have commanded the es- 
teem of your superintendent, as well as the approbation of 
you: teachers and parents. May your thirst for knowledge 
be stimulated by a noble ambition to master the rudimcnts 
of science, and thusrise step Ly step to the grand table- 
land of a thorough, practical scholarship.

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REPORT BY DISTRICTS. 


DISTRICT NO. 1. 
George M. Wright, Prudential Committee. 

The first term was taught by Miss J. Amanda Leach of 
Lempster, a teacher of large experience and high recom- 
mendations. If any thing was lacking, it was a sufficient 
amount of stamina to maintain the dicipline of the school 
up to concert pitch. 

The Fall term was taught by Miss Coral’. Sabine of 
Lempster, who labored faithfully and cheerfully in the dis- 
charge of her duties. The progress of the school was very 
apparent, and her school may be set down as above the ay- 
erage. 


DISTRICT NO. 2. 
Mrs. John Wood, Prudential Committee. . 

There was but one term of school in this district, tanght 
by Miss Emma J. Hill of Lempster. It was evident that 
Miss Hill endeavored to do her part toward making the 
term profitable. But little interest was manifested howev- 
er, outside the school room. The ‘‘Visitors” page in the 
register was entirely blank. On the whol, affairs are not 
as bad as they might be, inasmuch as passive indifference is 
preferable to open hostility in matters pertaining to schools. 


DISTRICT NO. 3. 
S. P. Gleason, Prudential Committee. 
The first term was taught by Miss Maybelle C. Barney of 
Washington. The examination showed good progress in all 
the studies pursued by the ove pupil attending this school.

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The second term was taught by Miss Lillie B. Dutton. 

The superintendent did not visit this school at its close, 
bad weather preventing, and hence can say nothing of its 
usefulness.(?) It would be much better for this district to 
unite with some other, than to attempt to maintain aschool 
with only one or two pupils. 


DISTRICT NO. 4. 


Horace B. Millen, Prudential Committee. 

Virst term, taught by Miss Della G. Tandy of Washing- 
ton. Miss Tandy is emphatically a good teacher, being nei- 
ther harsh nor too lenient, ske maintains order with a nat- 
ural ease and dignity that harmonizes all the discordant 
elements. Her pup'Is were orderly in their deportment, and 
respectful and courteous toward the superintendent. 

The second term was under the instruction of Mr. Elgin 
G. Farnsworth, a faithful and consciencious teacher, who 
performed his duties with 2 scrupulous regard to his obli- 


gations, and maintained the reputation of the preceding 
term. 


DISTRICT NO. 5. 
Hiram J. Gage, Prudential Committe. 

The first and second terms were taught by Miss M. A. 
Crosby. No disparagement is intended to the usefulness 
of the other teachers, wnen ijt is said that Miss Crosby 
stands at the head. 

Her method of imparting instruction is unique, practical 
and inductive. The committee was very favorably im- 
pressed with her method of conducting recitations “by top- 
ics,” as designated by her. 
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The topics are writen upon small slips of paper embrac- 
ing one, two, three or more questions involved in the sub- 
ject matter of the recitation. These slips of paper to the 
number ot 40 or 50 are put into a box from which each pu- 
pil draws one or two slips, as the teacher may dictate. 

Thus supplied, the pupils rise by turns, read the topics, 
and give a synopsis of the subject embraced. By this meth- 
od much valuable time is saved,.as the tedious process of 
asking and answering each question separately is avoided. 

It is presumed that this method might be advantageous- 
ly adopted with the more advanced classes in most of the 
schools. The Winter term was taught by Mr. DeWit C. 
Durgin. Mr. Durgin is a thorough scholar, and has had ex- 
tensive experience. The school appeared excellent, and 
there is no reasonable doubt that the term was a very suc- 
cessful one. The superintendent was unable to visit the 
school at its close on account of impassable roads. 


DISTRICT NO. 6. 
W. W. Dole, Prudential Committe. 

The two terms of this District were taught by Miss 
Belle C. Hoyt of Hillsborough. It is seldom that the Su- 
perintendent has had the pleasure of visiting a school 
where so good order prevailed, seemingly without an effort 
on the part of teacher or pupil. Everything was done with 
a careful discriminating regard to a systematic arrange- 
ment of all the details of the school, and yet so entirely 
free from any stiff unyealding « -odex of an arbitrary regi- 
men, that it puts every one at ease, like the movements of a 
well oiled machine, but without its clash and clamor. 

Miss Hoyt is one of our very best teachers, and earned 
hee, 8 star by close attention to business. The pupils of this 


shool deserve praise for their respectful deportment
